CITRUS DAMAGE 


SACRAMENTO—Two more counties, 
Mendocino and Nevada, have been 
added to the list of California coun- 
ties which have the federal rating of 
modified accredited bovine tuberculosis 
free- areas, it was announced today by 
Dr. C. U. Duckworth, chief of the di- 
vision of animal industry, state de- 
partment of agriculture. Eleven Cali- 
fornia counties are now modified ac- 
credited areas. 

The federal rating is given only 
when tests by authorized veterinari- 
ans show that all cattle in the appli- 
cant county have been tested and that 
less than one half of one per cent of 
the total is known to be infected with 
bovine tuberculosis. 

Pleased by the action of the U. S. 
bureau of animal industry in recog- | 
nizing the effectiveness of the bovine 
testing work in the counties, Dr. Duck- 
worth expressed the view that com- 
plete co-operation of dairymen in the 
two counties had done much to hasten | 


ing. 

Dairymen in Mendocino and Nevada 
counties, both in Northern California, 
will be enabled, through the federal 
recognition, to ship dairy products to 
all markets, Dr. Duckwroth _ said, 
whereas dairymen in those counties 
where a heavy degree of infection ex- 
ists and where groups have blocked 
testing programs by legal action, will 
not be able to ship products into those 
territories which have declared prod- 
ucts from non-free areas may not be 
admitted.

IN SIX MONTHS 


SACRAMENTO—The extent of the 
protection afforded California motor- 
ists from fraud in the purchase of 
gasoline and motor oil is shown by a 
report submitted to State Director of 
Agriculture A. A. Brock by C. E. Tuc- 
ker, chief of the division of weights 
and measures, which division is em- 
powered to enforce the California gas- 
oline and oil substitution act. 

The report shows that during the 
last six months of 1936, state inspec- 
tors, together with county sealers of 
weights and measures, inspected 8,560 
service stations, garages and refineries 
for the purpose of detecting substitu- 
tion, misrepresentation or adulteration 
of gasoline and motor oils. 

As the result of the inspections there 
were 22 prosecutions and convictions, 
1.629 illegal. signs were ordered correct- 
ed, 1,788 laboratory samples of gaso- 
line and motor oils tested both for 
quality and trade names, and 1,045 ci- 
tations were issued ordering immedi- 
ate conformance to the provisions of 
the act regarding minor violations.

During January much cold weather 
was experienced in various citrus-pro- 
ducing areas of California. While 
there were a number of nights of 
frost, the lowest temperatures OC- 
curred from January 6 to 9, inclusive 
and from January 21 to 24, inclusive. 
This is undoubtedly the most severe 
freeze which California citrus crops 
have experienced since 1913. It was 
immediately known that California 
citrus crops had been damaged by 
these freezes, and many agencies have 
been endeavoring to determine the ex- 
tent of such losses. It is now found 
that injury has been very irregular in 
many areas and follows a very check- | 
ered pattern. | 

Extensive heating occurred in those | 
groves where heaters were available. | 
This factor also increased the irregu- | 


the granting of the much-coveted rat- | larity of frost losses. Unlike less se- | 
| 


vere freezes, some of the heavy losses 
have occurred in areas usually thought | 
to be fairly warm, which was due par- | 
tially to the fact that in those areas | 
groves were not abundantly provided | 
with heaters. In some of the normal- | 
ly colder areas, less damage occurred | 
due to the fact that heating equip- 
ment was more generally available. 

Those familiar with citrus crops ap- | 
preciate that partial injury can not 
be satisfactorily evaluated until con- 
siderable time has elapsed following 
the freezing periods. This is the first 
official estimate prepared since these 
freezes occurred, and, although some 
time has passed prior to February 1, 
it should be understood that it is yet 
very difficult for citrus people to de- 
termine the - amount of crop left un- 
injured.
